The  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Norway  for 
the  last  year,  is  hereby  presented: 

DISTRICT  NO.  1— E.  A.  Sanders,  Agent. 
The  Summer  term  in  this  District,  was  taught  by  Miss  Viola  French, 
who  well  sustained  her  former  reputation.  Miss  French  has  taught 
several  terms  and  has  always  had  excellent  success.  The  Winter  term 
in  charge  of  Miss  Addie  I.  Hammond  met  with  excellent  success.  Miss 
H.  combines  the  elements  that  insure  a  successful  teacher, 

DISTRICT  NO.  2— James  Shedd,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  was  brought  to  a  close  very  suddenly  by  the  teach- 
er Miss  Jennie  Cross.  This  term  commenced  well  and  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  being  very  profitable  to  the  District.  Miss  Cross  has  every 
qualification  for  an  excellent  teacher. 

Winter  term  was  in  charge  of  Frank  P.  Towne.  This  school  suc- 
ceeded very  well  this  winter,  although  the  discipline  was  not  of  the 
highest  order. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  3— Thomas  Witt,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  of  this  District,  was  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  E. 
Towne.  The  Supervisor  found  this  School  sadly  deficient  in  Grammar 
at  his  first  visit,  but  at  the  final  examination,  found  a  marked  improv- 
ment.  Miss  Towne  is  an  experienced  teacher,  and  no  school  can  fail  to 
be  interested  where  she  is  the  teacher. 

The  Winter  term  under  the  management  of  Chas.  E.  Wilson,  al- 
though his  first  school,  was  a  success.  This  district  should  see  that  the 
school  house  is  put  in  better  repair,  and  also  visit  more  frequently  the 
school  during  its  term  of  session. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4— B.  W.  Marston,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Issie  Hobbs 
who  is  a  young  teacher,  and  bids  fair  to  make  an  excellent  teacher. 
The  parents  of  this  district  were  present  at  the  final  examination. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  E.  L.  Walker,  who  succeeded  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  district  and  the  Supervisor. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5— W.  D.  Earle,  Agent. 

Summer  term  of  this  District  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Clara  A.  Noyes.  Miss  Noyes  teaches  an  excellent  school,  and  excels 
in  order.  She  is  an  experienced  teacher,  and  should  be  constantly  em- 
ployed by  the  town. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Daniel  Brackett.  Mr.  B.  is  a  thorough 
scholar,  and  the  school  made  excellent  progress  under  his  charge. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6— Solomon  H.  Millett,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  Pike.  The  Supervisor 
found  this  school  working  finely  at  both  visits. 

The  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  A.  P.  Warren,  who  is  an  excel- 
lent scholar  and  was  very  successful  with  his  school.  We  hope  the 
district  can  secure  his  services  for  another  winter. 


/ 
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DISTRICT  No.  7— Albert  Sanborn,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  of  the  High  School  was  taught  for  only  five  weeks 
by  Miss  Josie  L.  Boynton.  There  seemed  to  be  a  lack  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  both  teacher  and  pupils,  and  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
close  with  only  a  short  term. 

The  Winter  term  of  this  school  was  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  O.  M. 
Metcalf,  assisted  by  Miss  Izah  T.  Howe,  both  experienced  teachers. 
Mr.  M.  ranks  very  high  as  a  teacher,  and  the  school  made  excellent 
progress.  The  classes  in  his  school  were  very  large,  but  it  was  surpris- 
ing to  see  the  system  with  which  they  were  managed.  Miss  Howe  sus- 
tained her  former  excellent  reputation. 

The  Intermediate  School  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Addie  Q. 
Mathews  for  both,  terms.  Miss  M's  scholars  are  models  for  order,  and 
the  progress  in  their  studies  was  very  great. 

The  Upper  Primary  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  Denison  for  both 
terms.  This  school  has  more  scholars  than  one  teacher  can  manage 
with  profit. 

The  Lower  Primary  was  taught  by  Miss  Alice  Burnham  in  the  Sum- 
mer, and  by  Miss  Clara  Noyes  in  the  Winter. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8— John  Gerry  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  of  this  district  was  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  Porter. 
This  term  was  broken  into,  by  the  teacher  and  scholars  being  sick  with 
an  epidemic.  We  have  no  doubt  but  what  the  school  would  have  suc- 
ceeded even  better  than  it  did. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  S.  E.  Ripley,  who  is  an  experi- 
enced teacher.  W e  were  sorry  to  hear  of  an  effort  to  break  up  and 
destroy  the  school.  Twice  the  Supervisor  had  to  visit  the  school,  and 
the  second  time  expel  a  scholar,  a  painful  duty  but  one  sometimes  nec- 
essary, when  scholars  and  parents  cannot  see  their  errors.  There  is 
no  reason  why  this  district  cannot  have  as  good  schools  as  any  other  in 
town,  for  they  have  money  enough,  and  the  district  or  the  larger  share 
is  disposed  to  furnish  wood,  and  board  the  teacher,  for  the  benefit  of 
longer  schools.    At  the  last  visit,  at  the  close  of  the  term,  I  found  the 
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school  in  nice  running  order,  and  that  the  scholars  who  had  attended 
through  the  term,  had  made  excellent  progress.  The  Discipline  of  this 
school  was  excellent,  and  the  district  has  had  one  excellent  winter 
school. 

DISTRICT  NO  9— David  Flood,  Agent. 

The  Summer  term  of  this  School  was  taught  by  Mary  F.  Haskell. 
This  was  Miss  H's  first  school  and  a  very  successful  one. 

Winter  term  by  Miss  Annie  D.  Hall,  an  experienced  teacher,  and  ex- 
cellent progress  was  made.    The  order  was  excellent. 


DSTRICT  NO.  10— John  H.  Millett  Agent. 

The  Summer  term,  was  taught  by  Belle  Reed.  Government  of  the 
highest  order,  instruction  very  thorough.  We  were  pleased  to  see  at 
the  final  examination  a  large  number  of  the  parents  present — an  indica- 
tion of  the  prosperity  of  the  school. 

Winter  term  under  the  charge,  of  Miss  Mattie  Brooks,  a  competent 
teacher,  was  very  profitable. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11— Bradley  Frost  Agent. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mattie  Brooks,  a  worthy  teacher. 
The  improvement  in  Mathematics  and  Geography  was  very  pleasing  to 
the  Supervisor,  especially  a  class  of  four  little  girls  who,  at  the  final 
examination,  could  repeat  all  the  tables  of  Reduction  of  Compound 
Numbers,  also  the  Multiplication  Tables.  Their  names  are  GERTIE 
UPTON,  ELLA  MORTON,  GEORGIE  POOL  and  MARCHIE 
NOYES,  aged  8,  7,  8  and  12,  respectively. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Ellen  Stevens.  Miss  Stevens  has  taught 
several  schools,  and  the  district  which  secures  her  services  is  lucky. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  12— Harland  Flint,  Agent. 

This  school  for  both  terms  has  been  under  the  care  of  Miss  Viola 
French.  This  I  consider  is  one  of  the  best  schools  in  town,  and  Miss 
French  succeeds  admirably.  The  order  was  excellent,  and  the  improve- 
ment good. 

DISTRICT  NO.  18— N.  L.  Scribner,  Agent 

The  Fall  school  of  this  district  was  in  the  charge  of  S.  F.  Sander- 
son, who  taught  a  good  school. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Horace  Burnham,  which  for  his  first 
school  succeeded  well. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14— W.  C.  Pearce,  Agent. 

The  summer  term  of  this  school  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Ellen  Ste- 
vens who  taught  an  excellent  school. 

Winter  school  was  taught  by  Miss  S.  H.  Witt,  who  sustained  her 
previous  reputation  as  a  first  class  teacher.  This  district  hasthorouge- 
ly  repaired  their  school  house  during  the  past  year,  and  now  they  have 
as  neat  a  school  room  as  any  in  the  town.  One  little  scholar 
GEORGIE  PINGREE,  aged  6  years,  repeated  at  the  close  of  the 
Summer  term  all  the  tables  for  Reduction  of  Compound  Numbers  also 
the  Multiplication  tables. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15— W.  H.  Knightly,  Agent. 

Summer  term  of  this  district  was  taught  by  Miss  Emma  L.  Walker, 
and  the  Winter  term  by  Miss  Alice  Kimball,  both  teachers  of  experi- 
ence, and  both  schools  made  excellent  progress, 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  schools  have  been  generally  if  not  entirely  successful  during  the 
last  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  year,  in  quite  a  num- 
ber of  districts,  the  parents  have  been  present  at  the  final  examination, 
to  their  own  satisfaction  and  the  encouragement  of  the  scholars. 
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SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

Some  of  these  need  repair.  District  No.  3,  7,  8,  13,  should  look  to 
their  School  Houses.  No.  7,  should  look  to  the  Academy,  and  espec- 
ially to  the  Intermediate.  School  Room.  I  think  the  seats  in  this  room 
should  be  exchanged  for  others  more  modern.  If  they  regard  the 
health  of  their  children,  they  will  look  to  the  matter. 

SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

There  has  been  no  exchange  of  books  during  the  past  year,  and 
there  is  an  uniformity  of  School  Books  throughout  the  town. 

TEAOHEKS. 

There  seems  to  be  a  disposition  among  the  Agents  to  hire  cheap 
tochers — a  mistaken  policy.  Better  to  have  shorter  schools, with  good 
instructors,  than  longer  schools  with  cheap  instructors. 

The  town  should  raise  a  sum  equal  to  the  sum  raised  last  year,  in 
order  to  secure  teachers  of  ability.
